CONSULTATION WITH WATER AGENCIES SERVING
THE UNINCORPORATED COUNTY-FINAL REPORT
BOARD MOTION OF JULY 1, 2008, AGENDA ITEM NO. 69

As requested by your Board, this report addresses how the drought impacts the land
development review process for both discretionary and ministerial permit applications
and how future actions by water agencies affect development projects in the
unincorporated area. Public Works and Regional Planning collaborated on the

necessary research and activities in preparing this report.

We contacted 61 water agencies serving the unincorporated County areas. The
following summary identifies the number of agencies which will continue to provide
water service to new development during the current drought conditions. The
background details of this summary is itemized by Supervisorial District and included as
Attachment No. 1. Please note that 10 of the 61 water agencies have service areas that
cover multiple Supervisorial Districts as well as muiltiple unincorporated County

communities.

Discretionary Project Permits (subdivisions, conditional use permits, zone changes):
39 out of the 60 (65 percent) responding water agencies indicated they would continue
to provide water service for discretionary development projects. However, 16 out of the
60 agencies indicated they would not. In addition, 5 out of the 60 agencies indicated
the area they serve is developed and they do not anticipate any new customers (see
Attachment No. 1). This information is broken down by Supervisorial District in the

Ministerial Project Permits (building permits): 51 of the 60 (85 percent) responding
agencies indicated they would continue to provide water service for ministerial
development projects. However, 4 out of the 60 agencies indicated that they would not.
In addition, 5 out of the 60 agencies indicated the area they serve is developed and they
do not anticipate any new customers (see Attachment No. 1). This information is
broken down by Supervisorial District in the following table:

Future Actions:

New Fees: Thirty agencies responded that they plan to impose fees for new water
supplies or improved water supply reliability so that they could provide water service to
new development.

Public Documents: Fourteen agencies responded that in the near future they may be
revising either their water supply assessments, environmental documents, or urban
water management plans to more accurately reflect current available water supplies as
a result of the current drought conditions.
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Recycled Water: Twenty-nine agencies currently do or will be requiring new
development in the near future to utilize recycled water, if available, andior implement
additional water conservation measures to help reduce reliance on imported water
supplies.

The attached spreadsheets summarize all the water agency responses by Supervisorial
District, along with a copy of the cover letter and questionnaire that was originally sent
to each water agency. A map showing the location of the 61 water agencies serving the
unincorporated County area is also attached.

Conclusion

It was clear from our consultations that the water agencies which serve unincorporated
County areas are aware of the impending issues regarding water supply and are
pursuing appropriate actions.

We anticipate that as the drought continues and water supplies become more scarce,
new development in the unincorporated County areas will be impacted to varying
degrees. Customers of water agencies that rely most heavily on imported water and
have limited or no local water supplies will experience the most significant impact. In
general, those water agencies that have access to multiple sources of supply such as
local groundwater, imported surface water, groundwater banking, and recycled water
will be better able to adjust to climatic and regulatory issues that impact available
annual supplies. By promoting water conservation, the use of recycled water,
groundwater banking, and groundwater recharge of stormwater, water agencies will be
able to rely less on imported water supplies.

We will continue to update your offices periodically regarding the availability of water
supplies from the water companies in your District.

GOVERNOR'S STATEWIDE DROUGHT PROCLAMATION

On June 4, 2008, Governor Schwarzenegger proclaimed the first Statewide drought in
16 years because water supplies in California have been significantly depleted due to
dry weather conditions. Demands and pressure on our imported water supply continue
to mount. Recent court decisions have affected water exports from the Sacramento-
San Joaquin Delta because of operational impacts on certain fish populations.

As a result of this proclamation, the County of Los Angeles Board of Supervisors have
requested that we consult with the various water agencies that provide water service to
the County unincorporated areas and report back on how the drought may impact the
land development review process for both discretionary (subdivisions, conditional use
permits, zone changes) and ministerial (building permits) applications. In order to be
responsive to our Board, we would like to know what we can expect from your agency in
regards to requests for water service for new development planned within your service

area.
